then, with ceremony of song ami 

sacrifice, the priests kindled the 
"need Are" by rubbing together two 
sticks, or by the friction of a rope 
drawn rapidly about a post. From 
the sacred spark thus obtained an 
altar fire was built from which all 
the fires in the countryside were re 
lighted. This •« needflre" was he 
lieved to have tho power to scare 
away witches, devils, fairies ami 

the demons of disease that larked 

about human habitation; within 

the magic circle of its light no evil 

spirit, might work its fateful spell. 

There is nothing to which people 

cling with more persistency than to 
their superstitious ami the practices 
that pertain thereto; and so it, was 

that when Mm early Christians began 

to propagate their religion in heath 
en lands, they wisely made no tight 
on the fete (lays of t.he people they 
wished to convert, inwrought as 
they were with fanatical super- 
stition; rather did they seek to 
Obristianize these days by associat- 
ing them with some of their festi- 
vals, gradually letting the sacred 
rites supersede tin* pagan ones.

Bnl though Ihe 
day thus lost its heathen slgnfloance,

TRAINING THE DEAF 

Graduates of the Minnesota School 
for the Deaf, at Faribault, do not 
agree with the policy announced for 
that institution and are giving ox 
pression to injured feelings caused 
by what they term " an apparent 
aim to discredit them." 

The basis of their opposition is 
contained in an address recently 
delivered by Dr. J. N. Tate, Super- 
intendent of the Faribault School. 
A. R. Spear, a resident of Minne- 
apolis for 35 years, a graduate of 
the class of 1878 at Faribault, au- 
thor of the labor bill affecting the 
deaf passed by the last legislature, 
aud officer at various times in the 
Minneapolis aud Minnesota Asso- 
ciations for the Deaf, gives some of 
the objections to Dr. Tate's policy. 

"Superintendent Tate recently 
outlined his 'policy," said Mr. 
Spear. " Apparently it. is his aim 
to discredit the graduates of the 
school who are opposed to his me- 
thods, rather than to enlighten the 
public as to the truth about the edu- 
cation of the deaf. The opposition 
to the Tate methods among the 
graduates of the school arises from 
the fact that be has privately stat- 
ed that it is his * policy ' to make the 
school an oral school and to discard 
moans that have produced such good 
results iu the past, and from his at- 
titude toward teaching trades in tho 
school. 

TALK LIKE PARROT. 

"Mr. Tate says: 'The father 
and mother bring their child who 
has never spoken. Within .1 few 
months they visit us, the child, de- 
lighted at seeing them, runs up and 
says, 'I love mama.' A parrot 
! KM aught to utter that but the 
parrot does not know the meaning 
of the words. Neither does tho deaf 
child until he is taught their mean 
ing by means of the sign language. 
Dp parents want their children 
taught as parrots or as human be- 
ings ? 

"The deaf people are uot oppos- 
ed to a sensible and rational use of 
the oral method, but they are oppos- 
ed to the 'policy' that would make 
the oral method the only method, 
aud this is the policy Mr. Tate an- 
nounced. Some can profit by tho 
oral method, the majority cannot, 
and the lives of the deaf in the 
world outside the school prove it." 

REGARDING TRADE TRAINING. 

Regarding trade teaching Mr. 
Tate explains that : " We consider 
tho trades department as more an 
industrial than a trade training." 
Where arc the deaf to learn a 
trade if not at school? Does Mi. 
Tate think employers are fighting 
among themselves for the privilege 
of taking on a deaf boy and teaching 
him a trade ? Over and over again 
deaf men have oomo to me and ask- 
ed me to assist them to find work of 
any kind. If they know a trade 
and are competent workmen, 1 can 
sometimes help them. When they 
have gone no farther than tho ' in- 
dustrial' training stage, 1 cannot 
help them. 

" The truth about the deaf and 
theit education is about as follows : 

" Deafness occurs at birth or in 
childhood. It seldom occurs in 
children after the age of 10 or V! 
years." 
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When they enter school they arc 
not taught Speech; the knowledge 

of speech they already posst 

cultivated. 

" The sign-language, manual 
alphabet, and writing, are the only 
certain, positive and effective means 
for imparting knowledge to the 
deaf, be they deaf-mutes or somi- 
mtites. , 

1 host* who ad vucate t ho oi al me- 
thod overestimate its benefits, mis- 
lead and deceive the public, and 
raise hopes in tho parents of deal 
children that can never be realised. 

OKAl. schools FAILURE. 
" Deaf people who have received 
instruction in a so-called •oral 
school, ' after they have gone out 
into the world, denounce the school 
and even turn against their own 
parents because they find they have 
boon denied the liberal education 

that is given to tho deaf whore the 
sign language is used. 

"The deaf were educated as well, 
if not bettor, %& years ago than they 
are U>-day. No now discovery has 
boon made. 

" The teachers al Faribault are 
not free to express their convictions 
regarding the education of the deaf. 
They have no voice in shaping 
the 'policy.' 

" The (loaf people are not making 
war on Superintendent Tale person 
ally, and we want tho public to know 
this. We are opposed to the 

' policy' whioh if extended is likely 

to cripple the efficiency of the school. 
" We who are deaf live tho i 

the deaf, and naturally think « 
capable of judging as to the methods 

of education that benefit us most. 
We ask for and believe we will ii- 
ooive tho support and encourage 
ment of the people of Minnesota in 

our efforts to have a voice In shap- 
ing the policy of our own educa- 
tion."— Minneapolis Tribune, (><•-

Tbe recent despatches from Mexi- 
co City that tell of severe fighting in 
the vicinity of Oiixaco, where a 
strong faction of the inhabitants re- 
fused to reoogniee the Huetta gov- 
ernment, have roused more than or- 
dinary interest In ihis country. 

The reason is that, In the church- 
yard of the village of Santo Maria 
del Tide, a few miles from Oaxaca, 
inconstant dagnor from cannon-fire 
and musketry, stands a famous cy- 
press-tree that men of science say in 
the ohlest living thing in the world 

Judging by the gigantic hole of 

this tree and the slow growth of the 
gpeolea, they have calculated that 
its ii'j;e is between five thousand 
and six thousand years. The seed 
from which (he tree sprang may 
have fallen upon the earth when 
Mones, the first Egyptian king of 
whom we have historic knowledge, 
was sealed on his throne — three 
thousand years or more before the 
birth of Christ. I'tof. Asa Gray at 
one time caleubtled thai the tree 
was 5,lii4 years old, and named it 
the " Neslm of the whole vegetable 
kingdom." 

Humboldt discovered the tree ou 
his famous tour of equatorial Ameri- 
ca one hundred years ago. He 
nailed to it a wooden tablet,, which 
is now balf-COVered by the subse- 
quent, growth of the tree. The name 
of the famous German naturalist is 
still legible however.

W here the Sponun tlrow, 

The sponge is one of the curious 
things found in the ooean. An we 
buy it at the stores it seemH soft 
and velvety to the touch when wet, 
and one would hardly suppose It 
was only Ihe skeleton of a little 
marine animal. 

Little sponges are born from eggs, 
tbongfa a paiticle out from the main 
body will float away and live by It- 
self, fasten to some hard substance 
and build up a frame, so that in 
three Or four years it will bo worth 
tho attention of the sponge diver. 
Hut Hut tliver puis an end to all 
this qnlet life under the water, for 
he plunges down from his boat, 
and [ducks the sponge fioin its fas- 
lenn 

The sponges were thought to be 
marine plants, but now they are 
classed in tint animal kingdom. 

Hero ami there, attached to some 
rook or bit of shell, are sponges of 
all sizes and shapes. Some are 
branched like old trees, ami others 
am ooarse and brown. Down in 
the water it scorns in substance 
much like a jelly fish, but on close 
ruination ii is found tO be a liv- 
ing creature growing inside the 
sponge skeleton, which wo know 
about. 

There an* growing out from it 
OUrlOUa little barbi which protect it 
from the hungry creatures that 
abound In the ocean. The sponge 
gets its footl and drink from the 
salt, water in which it lives. Na- 
ture has given it the wonderful 
power of taking fiom tho water the 
food upon which it thrives. 

There are three ways in which 
the sponges are gathered, in shoal 

water I hey are gathered with books 
attached to long poles. In some 

sg the natives dive down to the 
bottom and with a knife cut the 
SpOUgeS from their fastening. 

The coarser kinds are obtained by 
dredging. When sponges are first 

taken from tbe water the}' have the 
nil appearance of beef's liver, 
but the color is darker. 
They are exposed to tbe air for a 

limited lime, either in I he boats or 
on the shore, and then thrown in 
heaps Into the water again, in pens 
or tanks built for the purpose. De- 
lakes place i*< a short time, and 
Ihey are fished up again and the 
animal matter stpjoc/.cd and washed 
out, leaving the cleaned skeleton 
ly for market. — (Jur Sunday 
Afternoon.
